FIRE DESTROYS INSIDE] 
BAKE-SHOP} 


Early Morn 
‘Prompt Action of Brigade 


Fire which was first noticed at 5 
a.m, Sunday, demolished the big 
oven and caused unestimated dam- 
age to the walls and interior of the 
bake-shop of the Bassano Bakery, 

Jas, Snape of Countess, who was 
motoring through town, first noticed 
the blaze and awakened John Slor- 
nace, proprietor of the bakery. He 
then gave the alarm. 

The brigade responded immedi- 
ately and had the blaze in hand in 
shortly over an hour. Five hundred 
feet of hose wag laid, one stream 

- alone being used to quench the fire. 
There was a gentle breeze blowing 
at the time but it did not increase 
the hazard of spreading. 

The origin of the conflagration has 
not yet been determined. A_ short 
circuit caused by bared wires is con- 
sidered the most plausible explana- 
tion. 

The oven, a huge brick and steel 
structure, was rendered unfit for fur- 
ther use. The walls cracked and ex- 
panded under the tremendous heat. 
The cefling also was demolished and 
three walls will have to be recon- 
structed, 

Several hundred pounds of flour 
Wag ruined as well as a large quan- 
tity of bread wrappers in the base- 
ment. The foundation of the furnace 
was undermined by water. The con- 
dition of two machines, a moulder 
and a mixer has not yet been deter- 
mined. 

The prompt action of the Bassano 
fire brigade undoubtedly prevented 
the fire from reaching more tragic 
proportions.

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SETTLERS TAKE OVER 


The final step in the transfer of the Eastern Irrigation dis- 
trict from the ownership of the Canadian Pacifle Railway to 
that of the settlers on the area was taken the first day of May. 
That will be a historic date in the annals of this irrigation pro- 
ject. The past is history, the future lies unrevealed. But the 
basis is present for the hope that the change will mean a bet- 
terment. 

The ownership of this tract of land and the irrigation 
works and appurtenances by the settlers does not settle all 
problems. What it does do is to provide an opportunity for 
these farm people to work out their own destiny. They are 
in business, ard in a big way. They have controi and owner- 
ship of a twelve-million-dollar enterprise. The success or the 
failure that will result lies largely with themselves. 

The primary essential for success lies in the application of 
sound business _ principles. Each settler must be fully im- 
prssed with his individual responsibility. He must bear his 
share of the load and he must realize any special concession 
that he may seek must, if granted, come from the pockets of 
his fellow farmers. 

In our opinion success can be achieved but it centres around 
one feature. Can the irrigation district collect the rates it 
imposes? If the committee in charge lays down a plan of col- 
lection and adheres to it steadfastly there will be no problem. 
But if the settlers manage to evade payment, that will be a 
different story. Failure will then be in the offing. 

As we understand it, this scheme was entered into by the 
settlers for the purpose of securing an advantageous deal 
whereby they might be placed in a position to own their farms. 
That has been accomplished. Our understanding is that $10 
an acre is the maximum price to be charged for farm land. We 
know of no -irrigated land anywhere in the world, nay, we 
know of no good agricultural land anywhere near to railways, 
telephones, schools and_ settlements, offering at anything 
nearly as low as $10 an acre. There can positively be no kick 
against the price. 

The cost of maintaining the irrigation system and supply- 
ing water is another matter. The charge under the C.P.R. 
was $1.25 an acre. This cannot be duplicated at present by 
the settlers. But we are led to believe that $1.75 is the top 
estimate. This can be brought down by extending settlement, 
by prompt payment of rental and by efficient and economical 
business methods. 

By working together, by being determined, industrious, 
energetic and tolerant, the settlers of this irrigation district 
can make an outstanding success of their property. They can 
demonstrate to Western Canada, and to the dominion, that 
farmers can work together and achieve things by themselves 
and for themselves. 


SILVER PRICES SOAR 


Silver prices soaring on world markets start prospectors 
out into the wilds in search of the pale metal, and reopen 
mines where ore values still exist. 

The upward bound of silver prices is a reaction to the con- 
tinued purchases of the United States government. Congress 
provided for the government in that country maintaining in 
its coffers a supply of silver equal to one-third the total gold 
holdings. This means that a billion ounces of silver has still 
to be purchased. 

The policy being followed in the United States is proving 
a boon for the silver mines, the prices having soared over 75¢ 
an ounce and may reach $1.25 before the government objec- 
tive is reached. 

But countries on the silver standard, principally China and 
Mexico, are having their troubles. China’s silver money is 
being drained away at a rapid rate. Depression and panic are 
developing and the country is in real trouble. 

Canada is a considerable producer of silver and benefits 
greatly from the changed situation. There is a peril, however, 
in the prospect of much increased silver production and a vast 
over-supply of metal that is but secondary as a monetary base. 


THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


At the time of writing it is understood that a number of 
nominations for the Eastern Irrigation District board of 
trustees are to be made and election will develop. This is a 
matter that lies entirely in the hands of the settlers entitled 
to vote. 

From time to time the suggestion was made that the 
original committee should be returned by acclamation. This 
committee unquestionably has given splendid service in carry- 
ing out the scheme for the transfer of the project. Probably 
their efforts will not be fully recognized or appreciated for 
years to come. It would have been a nice thing to have se- 
lected them by acclamation. 

But aside from all that the decision rests entirely with the 
settlers and that cannot be properly questioned. Such is the 
methods of sound democracy and in such ways is confidence 
established and retained. Our present hope is that the board 
will be composed of men who have the welfare of the under- 
taking at heart and will, when elected, cater only to that 
objective. 

There is room in a democratic organization for differences 
of opinion. No two people think and act exactly alike and con- 
sequently there cannot be perfect unanimity. But there should 
be broadminded and reasonability.

Experience 
is the best teacher. 

Patched rugs are of two kinds— 
pieces sewed together and pieces ap- 
pliqued on to others. Only very 
heavy material such as ladies’ coats 
and men’s overcoats should be used, 
and sewed with strong thread.
